Hundreds of Our People Wave and 


Cheer the Honor Roll a Farewell 


as Train Pulls Out. 


According to the last instructions 


of Provost General Crowder the lo- 
cal Exemption Board sent fifty per 
cent, of the quota of Adams county 
to Camp Meade on Thursday morn- 
ing. 


The work of the Local Board can 


not be fully appreciated by our peo- 
ple. 
Only the three men know what 


it has meant, and it has been the 
hardest six weeks of labor they have 
ever lived through. Dr. J. P. Dalbey, 
Sheriff H. J. Hartman and County 
Commissioner Harry B. Slagle start- 
ed on their duties as the Local Board 
of Adams County on Aug. 8th, and 
they have practically been on the job 
day and night and Sundays, working 
most of the days until past midnight. 
They had to handle nearly a hundred 
different kinds of forms. The clerical 
work was gigantic, and the work of 
comparing and correcting seemed 
neve'r to reach an end. Patiently and 
persistently they worked away and 
when the time of the call came they 
had the full number asked, fifty per 
cent, of the quota, or 120 men. 


The Local Board has called and ex- 


amined 1166 men, almost one-half of 
the men registered from the county. 
Of this number 175 did not claim ex- 
emption and successfully passed the 
physical examination. It is believed 
that there have been enough exami- 
nations after all claims for exemp- 
tions have been disposed of to fur- 
nish the full quota of ^240 men. 


The Adams county boys called to 


the colors in this first fifty per cent, 
were sent notices to come to the 
Court House on Wednesday after- 
noon. Those who were not able to 
make tbe trip home and return 
Thursday morning were quartered 
Wednesday night at the City Hotel 
and forty of the boys spent the night 
there. The entire one hundred and 
twenty gathered in the court room 
Thursday morning and received their 
last instructions from the Board. Tbe 
company was placed in charge of 
John W. Hartman. son of Sheriff 
Hartman. who is one of the 120, to 
whom was given all the papers. The

Ted the Adams count%- boys to 
the train. 
The streets and Square 


were crowded with our people cheer- 
ing and bidding the boys goodbye 
and hundreds packed Carlisle street 
as the boys entrained and the Band 
played. 
There was hand clapping 


and cheers as the train pulled out and 
many eyes sparkled suspiciously of 
other emotions. It was no planned 
demonstration but a great popular 
heart throbbing demonstration of the 
home folks bidding our boys God- 
speed on their journey. 


Early Thursday morning came or- 


ders for exactly 120 men to be sent, 
though previous instructions had in- 
dicated a larger number. 
It was 


necessary to excuse nine of the boys 
present to bring the number to 120 
men. 
Adams county will have in 


camp 126 of her quota, for six of her 
sons who had registered and would 
have gone with this first quota had 
already enlisted and are in "camp. The 
full list of county boys- upon the Roll 
of Honor to make the world safe for 
democracy are the following:

Major General Kuhn. 


The bo3~s will have the best of care 


under the command of Major General 
Joseph E. Kuhn. who declares there 
is to be no opera bouffe at Camp 
Meade, but that everything is to be 
run facing "somewhere In France." 
He insists there will be no nightly 
journeys to Baltimore to have the 
soldiers batting their eyes effected by 
the glare of the bright lights. Every- 
body, officers and men alike, are go- 
ing to stay right in the camp, except 
as Gen. Kuhn says, "when some of 
his folks are sick or there is a fu- 
neral in the family." "Every mother 
who has a boy and every father, too."' 
said General Kuhn. discussing the fu- 
ture, "has put tbe care of tbat young 
fellow up to me. The parents of 40^- 
ooo men arc going to bold me respon- 
sible and I'm going to send every one 
of these cbaps over there fit. I hare 
been in Germany and I'm going to 
send no untrained men against that 
military machine." 


Certain officers arc doomed to be 


"scraped," and Kuhn says be won't 
hesitate a minute to recommend their 
dismissal if be feels tbat tbe good of 
t«c service demands. 


"A square deal for everybody and 


officers command men." is bis slogan. 
He says it will bold during tbe entire 
training period. 


On; tbing Kuhn would like to elim- 


inate as far as Camp Mcadc is con- 
cerned is tbe talk of peace. In bis 
soldier lexicon il is "rot." 


"'What's tbc use of feeding a lot of 


men who arc going to train as sol- 
diers with talk of peace?" he insists. 
'"With Germany taking Riga and the 
military machine always on tbc move, 
why should tbc Kaiser want peace? 
Certainly be wants to bare a lot of 
tbat talk disseminated, for it makes 
tbc United Slates citizens Ibink tbat 
they haven't much to do. But I don't 
want any of tbat talk down here. 


"Tbis is serious business for 40.000 


men here, and tbc folks back borne 
have to be serious, too. I don't think 
tbat I can beat tbc Kaiser by calling 
him names, so I'm getting ready to 
fight bim and I'm going to get 40,000 
of tbc best boys in Pennsylvania, 
Washington and Maryland ready for 
the same purpose."

VGRDERFUL POFATO CROP 


A SURPLUS OF ONE HUNDRED 


MILLION BUSHELS. 


Pennsylvania is in Fifth Place a* a 


Potato Producing 


State. 


Estimates of the potato crops ex- 


pected in the various states this sea- 
son indicate that Pennsylvania will 
drop from third to fifth place as a 
producing State, but that in increas- 
ed production over the general aver- 
age for the past five years it has far 
outranked its rivals. 


The figures for Pennsylvania indi- 


cate a crop of over 32,000,000 bushels 
while the five year average from 1911 
to 1915 inclusive was 23.125,000 bush- 
els. 
This shows an increase in pro- 


duction over the average of 40 per 
cent. 
Michigan, which promises to 


regain first place as a producing 
State, shows an increase over the 
five year average of 33 per cent.; 
New York, which promises to rank 
second, an increase of 30 per cent.; 
Wisconsin, which will rank third, 23 
per cent, and Minnesota, which esti- 
mates place slightly ahead of Penn- 
sj'lvania for fourth place, shows an 
increase of but 12 per cent. 


Last year Maine carried off the 


production honors and New York 
was second, but the Maine crop this 
season is said to be a poor one and 
will be below the average and even 
smaller than that of a year .ago 
Most of the States show wonderful 
increases over the crop of a year ago, 
the Pennsylvania increase running 
over jo per cent- 


In corn production the Pennsylva- 


nia farmers show an increase over 
ten million bushels over 1916 and an 
increase of n per cent, over the aver- 
age production for five years. In 
oats 
the 
increased production is 


about 15 per cent, over the general 
average crop for five years. 


From all sections of the State, the 


Pennsylvania Department of Agri- 
culture is receiving reports of in- 
creased acreages being prepared, for 
wheat and rye and it is expected that 
the farmers of the Keystone State 
will more than make good the extra 
14 per cent, acreage in wheat and 25 
per cent, acreage m rye urged by 
both the National and State Depart- 
ments.

WITH A VERY CLEAR RESUME 


OF RESULTS OF WAR. 


A Philadelphia!! Make* Gue»« that 


September 1918, Will See the

be mistaken 
The reversion of Ger- 


man} to ruth!e=s submarine warfare 
was a frank admission that the Im- 
perial Go\ eminent no longer believ- 
ed it possible to win the war bj um- 
\ersalh recognized methods af war- 
fare. It semis clear that the conse- 
quences of this policy miT-t ha\e been 
carefully weighed; that among us 
certain results could be counted the 
early entrance into the v.ar of many 
neutrals foieinost of v.hirh would al- 
most certamly be the United States: 
that, of the remaining neutrals, al- 
most all would become potential ene- 
mies (a fact \vhich must ha1, e caused 
gr?\e apprehension in any considera- 
tion of Germany's commercial future) 
and lasth, that the empire by such 
action would neces^arih brand itself 
as an outlaw nation in the eves of all 
humanity 
Only 
desperation 
could 


account for Germany's decision, for 
iii the words of Remain Roland, 
"What is the \alue of life when you 
have saied it at the price of all that 
is worth hung for'" In the war of 
1870 
all records show that Prussia 


observed scrupulously the accepted 
rules of warfare, but then Prussia 
was an easy victor. 
To-day, how- 


ever, she finds herself in the position 
of the cornered criminal, ready to 
grasp at any straw which may 
promise victor}-: scratching, biting, 
kicking, but willing to sacrifice even 
honor to attain her goal. Such, it 
seems, is the interpretation we must 
place 
OP submarine warfare, 
and 


upon the success or failure of this 
•". arfare depends in large degree Ger- 
many's future as a military power 
Lacking submarine success (and un- 
less Germany is able to stane the 
English people into submission and 
to secure posess'on of the British 
fleet complete success is impossible), 
defeat is inevitable 
In a war of at- 


trition Germany must lose. Accept- 
ing then the Mew that submarine 
warfare was adopted as a last hope, 
he must be a confirmed pessimist who 
sees a chance of ultimate success for 
the 
submarine. With the keenest 


minds and the greatest inventhe 
genius of the world concentrated on 
the solution of this problem, we may 
rest assured that some means will be 
found to combat this evil. It is 
harly likely, however, that the full 
realization of the U-boats' failure 
will be admitted by the German peo- 
ple before the summer of 1918. 


Further reasons also tend to sub- 


stantiate these opinions.

the growing discontent in Austria- 
Hungary, magnified a thousandfold 
b}- Russia's declaration of "no an- 
nexations and no indemnities." The 
Slav peril that argument used so 
ruthlessly by the Prussians to terror- 
ize and unify the Germanic peoples 
K>r the last fort\ > ears, has virtually 
disappeared Therefore if the Rus- 
sian armies continue to fall back. 
fe?.r (the great underlying cause of 
so many wars) from that quarter will 
be lessened and a strong moral rea- 
^on for continuing a losing fight re- 
moved. If. on the other hard. Russia' 
stays in the fight (and I believe by 
the

velop formidable military power), her

When the preat world's war broke 


out Jim [larding and I were in Purl-j

it would have been laughable. Ileie 
were tv, o men and an ambulaiuc 
equipped for carrying wounded men 
off the lield of battle who bad left r'.;e 
wounded far behind them. Indeed., i" 
the Germans bad UJE aiso been 1-jf 
behind we would have been macle prK 
oners of wur and our ambulance put 
to tbe enemy's uses. Under the cir- 
cumstances we were uot very long in 
deciding what to do. 


Leaving our ambulance, we took to 


hiding. At evening we came upon a 
village that had been destroyed by the 
Germans and slept in one of the few 
houses left standing. It was nothing 
more than a hut. and in it what cloth 
ing we found had belonged to peas- 
ants. We decided to dou enough of it 
to enable us to pass as members of the 
peasant class, aud when we emerged 
in tbe morning we were ciad in cordu- 
roy trousers and blouses. 


In order to get back to our comrades 


and avoid being taken prisoners by 
those following up tbe German army 
we struck off in a southwesterly direc- 
tion. 
During the day we entered, a 


region that was very beautiful. I re- 
marked to Jim that if I were an artist 
I should not wish any better field for 
sketching. There were beautiful hills 
on either side of a dreamy valley, to 
pay nothing of a winding stream me- 
andering between taeui.

That night we 
slept in a barn we espied near our 
bivouac, finding a comfortable bed on 
the bay. Not caring to rely further on 
our friends the girls for provisions, 
we went in the morning to the house 
of the farmer who owned the barn and 
secured a breakfast such as might have 
been expected from such a source. 


We induced the farmer to take us 


in and remained with him for sleep 
and meals from day to day while news 
kept 'coming to us that the Germans 
were Hearing Paris.

Fainting. 


First aid treatment for faint- 


ing should consist in getting: the 
patient into an open air space as 
quickly as possible, lowering the 
head if the face be pale and rais- 
ing it if it be congested. At the 
same time the clothing must be 
loosened from lie neck to the 
waist. It is absolutely necessary 
that a free circulation of air be 
had, so if tlere is none stirring 
vigorous fanning; helps consider- 
ably. If the patient is uncon- 
scious give nothing by 
the 


month, but if she is conscious 
tuc sooner fluids are given the 
better. Cold water in sips, cold 
tea, hot coffee, cold milk and 
warm beef tea arc all useful, but 
some stronger and more quickly 
acting stimulant may be neces- 
sary. Ammonia in the form of 
sal volatile is the stimulant usual- 
ly supplied in ambulance ham- 
pers. A do<=c of from favc to thir- 
ty drops of this salt in two ta- 
idespoonfHls of water is .cc-neral- 
ly effective. 3nst a creat objection 
to Its nse is that it sometimes 
causes vomiting, whi^h 3s espe 
cially undesirable in o:ie who 5« 
already weak and exhausted.

Origin of Chalk. 


Deposits of chalk are found on some 


shores of the sea. A piece of chalk, 
such as the teacher uses to illustrate 
something on the blackboard at school, 
consists of the remains of thousands 
of tiny creatures that at one time lived 
in the sea. All of their bodies ex- 
cepting the chalk—called carbonate of 
lime in scientific language—has dis- 
appeared, and the chalk that was left 
was piled up where it fell at-the bot- 
tom of the ocean, each particle press- 
ing against the other with the water 
pressing over it all, until it became al- 
most solid. It took thousands of years 
to make these chalk deposits of the 
thickness in which they are found, 
says the "Book of Wonders.'' Later on. 
through chanires in the earth's surface,
